The claimed floribunda rose variety 'POULymp' is described in application number, 98- 
1516, in Canada, which was published on February 4, 1999, more than one year prior to the 
filing date of the instant application. The published application is a "printed publication" under 
35 U.S.C. 102 because they are accessible to persons concerned with the art to which the 
document relates. Seeln re Wyer, 655 F.2d 221, 226, 210 USPQ 790, 794 (CCPA 1981). See 
also MPEP § 2128. For example, UPOV publishes the application number and grant number, 
date of publication, species of plant and variety denomination for PBR certificates, and copies of 
the grant are obtainable through the Canadian's Commissioner. Notice of Plant Breeder's Right 
grants is also published in the Canada Gazette, Plant varieties are also entered in Canada's 
Register of Varieties, which is public. Thus information regarding the claimed variety, in the

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form of the publications noted above, was readily available to interested persons of ordinary skill 
in the art. 

A printed publication can serve as a statutory bar under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) if the reference, 
combined with knowledge in the prior art, would enable one of ordinary skill in the art to 
reproduce the claimed plant. In re LeGrice, 301 F.2d 929, 133 USPQ 365 (CCPA 1962). If one 
skilled in the art could reproduce the plant from a publicly available source, then a publication 
describing the plant would have an enabling disclosure. See Ex parte Thomson, 24 USPQ2d 
1618, 1620 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1992) ("The issue is not whether the [claimed] cultivar Siokra 
was on public use or sale in the United States but, rather, whether Siokra seeds were available to 
a skilled artisan anywhere in the world such that he/she could attain them and make/reproduce 
the Siokra cultivar disclosed in the cited publications"). 

While the publications cited above disclose the claimed plant variety, a question remains 
as to whether the reference is enabling. If the plant was publicly available, then the application, 
proposed denomination or granted PBR certificate, combined with knowledge in the prior art, 
would enable one or ordinary skill in the art to reproduce the claimed plant. The ability of the 
Office to determine whether the claimed plant was publicly available is limited. Search of 
electronic databases, the Internet and the Office's collection of retail catalogs has not revealed 
any evidence that the claimed plant was on sale anywhere in the world. However, the Office's 
collection of retail catalogs is not comprehensive. Furthermore, the claimed plant may have been 
sold at the wholesale level, sold under a different name, or even distributed to interested parties 
free of charge. Since the inventor and assignee of the instant application are in better position to 
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know when, if ever, the claimed plant was made publicly available, the Examiner is requiring 
this information in the attached Requirement for Information Under 37 CFR 1.105. 

This Office action has an attached requirement for information under 37 CFR L 105. A 
complete reply to this Office action must include a complete response to the attached 
requirements for information. The time period for reply to the attached requirement coincides 
with the time period for reply to this Office action. 


The following is a quotation of section (a) of 37 CFR 1.163: 


(a) The specification must contain as full and complete a disclosure as possible of the plant and the 
characteristics thereof that distinguish the same over related known varieties, and its antecedents, and must 
particularly point out where and in what manner the variety of plant lias been asexually reproduced. In the case 
of a newly found plant, the specification must particularly point out the location and character of the area where 
the plant was discovered. 


The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 


The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it in such full, clear, concise, and exact tenns as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 


The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112:

The claim shall be in formal terms to the new and distinct variety of the specified plant as described and 
illustrated, and may also recite the principal distinguishing characteristics. More than one claim is not 
permitted. 

In plant applications filed under 35 U.S.C. 161, the requirements of 35 U.S.C. are limited. The 
following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 162: 

No plant patent shall be declared invalid for noncompliance with section 1 12 of this title if the description is as 
complete as is reasonably possible. The claim in the specification shall be in formal terms to the plant shown 
and described. 

The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1. 163 (a) and under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification presents less than a full, clear and complete botanical description of the 
plant and the characteristics which define same per se and which distinguish the plant from 
related known cultivars and antecedents. 
More specifically: 

A. Applicant should set forth in the specification the age of the observed plant. 

B. On page 2, line 20, it is unclear in describing the term "clear" as to what the Applicant 
means with regards to the color yellow. Clarification is needed. 

C. On page 4, line 20, Applicant mentions thorns but there is no description for thorns in 
the specification. Clarification is needed. 
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D. Applicant should set forth in the specification the length and width of the sepals. 

E. On page 8, line 21, Applicant should clarify the RHS color chart "7B/2A " 

F. On page 9, line 10, the term "Edge" would be better utilized with -margin-. 
Correction is needed. 

G. Applicant should set forth in the specification the size and quantity of the 
reproductive organs. 

H. Applicant should set forth in the specification if there are any prickles on the 
underside of the petiole and/or rachis. Clarification is needed. 

I. Applicant should set forth in the specification the stem length and internode length. 

J. Applicant should disclose information to the observed plant's winter hardiness and 
drought/heat tolerance. 

The above listing may not be complete. Applicant should carefully review the disclosure 
and import into same any corrected or additional information which would aid in botanically 
identifying and/or distinguishing the cultivar for which United States Plant Patent protection is 
sought. 
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Claim Rejection

supported by a clear and complete botanical description of the plant for reasons set forth in the 
Objection to the Disclosure Section above.
